Cattleya Cultural Notes 


In training personnel in Orchid Culture and giving cultural advice 
to amateurs over the years, I have found that the first and most important 
step is to convince the student that the task before him is not, in reality 
a difficult one, and to assure him that his worst and most aggressive 
enemy is fear and uncertainty. A good rule in Orchid Culture is “when 
you don’t know what to do, do nothing.” The fact that one has become in- 
terested in Orchids proves that one has growing instincts and in mostcases 
as far as the amateur is concerned, the few visits he makes to the Orchid 
nursery to select his plants will provide him with a good working know- 
ledge of the subject in a matter of days. Of course, he will improve his 
methods as long as he lives and most Orchid growers live a very long time. 
So, the first and most important task is to relax and allow ones self to 
become in harmony with the subjects of his hobby. These cultural notes 
could very well end right here, but Orchid people - both amateur and 
professional - love to talk and read shop, so let’s get down to business. 


The first question most people ask is what kind of enclosure do I 
need? Years ago we used to answer this question by describing a structure 
that was so prim and proper - or so cold and forboding - that the beginner 
felt half defeated before he started his collection. It has been proved 
by thousands of amateurs that Orchids may be grown in such awide variation 
of enclosures that they defy listing; so build the kind of enclosure that 
you feel you can afford but remember that your collection will grow and it 
is cheaper to build a place large enough than it is to make additions 
afterwards. Choose a location as near as possible free from shade of your 
house and trees and those of your neighbors, for in such a location you 
will stand the best chance of providing the degree of shade that fits the 
growing methods you choose to employ. The amount of shade needed has been 
described in many ways. I like to describe it as a degree of shade that 
will be relaxing without being depressing to the average human being; or, 
if one likes to be quoted figures, 800 foot candles in summer and from 1000 
to 1500 in winter. That’s about the same degree of shade that you notice 
people growing ferns or African violets in, isn’t it? In cool, damp 
climates one may use more sunlight than in hot, dry ones. You’ll soon 
determine that for yourself and be telling the experts how before you know 
Ree 


Temperature frightens a lot of people, but providing it does not 
get out of hand either way - up or down - it should be the least of 
Your Worrres: The ideal seems to be near 84° mid-day on 


bright days in summer in most parts of the country, and near 65° at night. 
This is a safe temperature for California through the year. In the North- 
ern and Eastern states, winter temperature may range from 65° to 75° mid- 
day and in the low 50’s at night. Some growers have good luck with even 
lower temperatures, and if you are one of them so much the better. The 
important thing to remember is that if the day temperature is low then 
that at night should be lower; if the day is warm then the night temp - 
erature should be up a little. A good guide for humidity is that an Orchid 
house should be comfortable to people all the time they are walking in it, 
but if one stands still for a few minutes, they should perspire a little. 
Quoting figures again, from 50 to 70% relative humidity in day time, and as 
far below 100% at night as is possible without using a lot of artificial 
heat. With this much information, the problem of ventilation is solved 
before it arises. 

The subject of when to water and when to withhold water from the grow- 
ing media of Orchid Plants has been a much mooted question for many years 
gone by, so the best that one could hope for in any set of cultural in- 
structions would be to accomplish some alleviation of the fear of attacking 
this task. The degree of dryness the growing media should reach before 
water is applied to it may be determined in many ways; by hefting the pot 
and determining the dryness by weight, or lifting it up completely and 
looking at the crock at the bottom of the pot, and if this looks dry, water 
and if not, LEAVE IT ALONE!!! Forget about it! Never inspect the same pot 
twice in one day for dryness. Look at it and enjoy it, sponge the leaves, 
look for bugs if you will, but forget about watering for at least four days 
after one inspection. Be careful with big pots ... 5%" and 6" ... water 
them two or three days after you think they need it. To a certain extent, 
Cattleyas are camels. There is a little trick invented by one of our local 
amateurs for determining the dryness. She used a bridge pencil, sharpened 
with a pencil sharpener, pushing it into the growing media and, if on re- 
moving it the roughened wood looked moist, she left the plant alone, and 
if it looked quite dry she watered the plant. 

Potting should be demonstrated. The only advice I would give is to 
pot your plants firmly and at the first sign of satisfaction that you have 
done a good job, leave it alone. Don’t poke it, jab it, or feel it, or 
worry about it. Most people do a guod potting job and then spoil it by a 
few extra touches here and there. We hear a lot about growing mixtures 
these days. No doubt they all have their merits, but we feel that osmunda is the 
safest and cheapest in the long run. A spraying program every month or so 
with one of the commercial Orchid sprays will provide adequate pest control 

These notes are basically for Cattleyas, but thousands of amateurs 
throughout the nation have demonstrated that Cypripediums, Phalaenopsis, 
Dendrobiums and many other Orchids and other plants will grow side by 
side under conditions similar to these described here. 

We hear a lot about light control, temperature control, and lots of 
other controls.....all of them are important, but most important of all is 
Self Control!!

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Cypripedium Cultural Notes 


Orchids like each other 


Contrary to popular belief, a wide variety of orchids will grow in the 
same enclosure. Cypripediums and Cattleyas are particularly good neigh- 
bors and most varieties will thrive under the same conditions. About 
the only difference is that you should water Cypripediums the same day 
you make up your mind that they need it or the next day. Don’t wait until 
the day after. If space is available and the budget allows a separate 
enclosure, there are a few fancy touches that Cypripediums will enjoy. 
As with Cattleyas, Cypripediums have been grown by amateurs in a wide 
variety of growing media-sand, gravel, haydite and composts. At Armacost 
and Royston we have adopted osmundine as a Standard medium for growing all 
varieties of Cypripediums. Pot your plants slightly less firm than you 
would Cattleyas but keep the grain of the peat as near as possible ver- 
tical. Cypripediums enjoy quite heavy shade after potting and a moist 
atmosphere. After they are established a light intensity of near 600 foot 
candles through the growing season and near 1,000 foot candles (which 
would be about the same as one would use for ferns, azaleas, camellias, 
etc.) in the shorter days is a safe range. Day temperature in California 
will run into the high nineties without damage but where possible 68 to 
80° is better. Where low day temperatures are available a night temp- 
erature of 50° to 55° or even lower if much "fire" heat is necessary to 
maintain it. In warmer realms 60° or a few degrees above is beneficial. 
Don’t be afraid to let your Cypripediums dry at the roots for a short 
period, then water them thoroughly. Cypripediums enjoy a free circulation 
of air, but remember to keep the relative humidity as near 60% as possible. 
If your plants have good root systems a light spray overhead will do no 
harm but it is better to let them dry before nightfall. The warm grow- 
ing whites and mottled leaf varieties may be handled as other types but 
prefer a temperature five to eight degrees higher.

Cymbidium Cultural Notes 


Orchids out-of-doors 


Cymbidiums and many varieties of Cypripediums will grow well in the open 
in many states in the union side by side and under such a wide range of 
conditions as to have caused wide dissension among amateurs and some 
professionals as well on the subject of ideal conditions for them. However 
it is generally considered now that if one follows more or less a few 
standard rules and leaves the fine points to those who enjoy detail, 
successful culture is assured. First of all, provide a light, open soil 
mixture so that the water will drain freely. This may be accomplished 
by working in a mixture of leaf mold, Swedish, Dutch or German peat and 
old shredded osmundine. Be careful with sand because some soils will 
"cake" if sand is added to them If grown under lath then the average 
light intensity should be about 1,500 to 1,800 foot candles or shade 
suitable for ferns, camellias, azaleas, etc. The reason for this is that 
as the sun moves, the shade of the laths will move along the leaves pro- 
viding periods of lower light intensity of about the correct degree. If 
your growing medium is well drained the plants will take water about once 
a week in summertime. A good way to determine the degree of dryness that 
should be reached before watering is to take a handful of soil from just 
beneath the surface and squeeze it. If it forms a cake the soil is too 
moist for wateringe If it does not form a cake then it is time to water. 
In areas where freezing conditions are encountered during the winter 
months Cymbidiums may be grown by a combination glass house and out-of- 
doors culture. In this case it is better to employ pot culture and the 
same mixture recommended above or a bit more fibrous. In summer grow 
them under lath or trees that will afford the above light intensity and 
bring them inside when the outdoor temperature reaches the low forties at 
night. Don’t raise the night temperature rapidly after bringing the plants 
under glass. Since the shading applied to the glass is more constant 
than lath, a light intensity of 1,000 to 1,500 foot candles would be the 
equivalent of the above recommendation for lath culture. The night temp- 
erature recommended for Cypripediums is ideal for Cymbidiums. If placed 
in the same house with Cattleyas or Cypripediums give them the position 
with the greatest amount of light.

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ANTHURIUM ANDREANUM FERRIERENSE 
CORAL PINK 


The Andreanum type of Anthurium is a tall growing, large leaved variety, giving, 
when fully mature, large flowers on long erect stems. The flowers last to per- 
fection for a long time and if not cut, the plants are perpetually in bloom. As 
one flower fades, another takes its place; so it will be seen that Anthuriums are 
always in crop. When cut, the flower of the Andreanum type lasts from four to 
six weeks. 


Fairly heavy shading, as for ferns, about suits Anthuriums; and for soil require- 
ments, almost anything which is chiefly humus will be found to give good results. 
Where Orchids are grown, the waste peat from the repotting can be used for Anthur- 
iums; otherwise, a mixture of Danish peat, leaf mold and green sheet moss will 
prove ideal. In such a soil it is almost impossible to over-water and as the 
pots become full of root, the plants will be greatly benefited by frequent app- 
lications of any commercial fertilizer in weak solution, say, every two or three 
weeks. The old rule ‘‘little and often’’ is best for Anthuriums also. 


They need shade, high humidity (at least 75% -80%) and fairly high temperature; 
consequently ventilation should be held down to a minimum. They grow in lower 
temperatures, but a minimum of 60° to 65° we find most desirable for best results. 


Where conditions are as described, Anthuriums are remarkably free from insect 
pests, thrips being the likeliest to be encountered. These cause disfigurement 
of the flowers, but they can be kept absolutely under control by occasional 
sprayings with DDT.
